A Veteran Wants To Know—
"I drew unemployment allowance 
under the ,G.I. Bill for a period 
of 11 weeks after I got out of j 
service. No\y after working nea 
ly 18 months my job 
tinued and I am out again. Am 
I entitled to apply for more of 
this allowance while, looking for

work?"
Answer: . Each qualified vet­ 

eran is erititled to 52 weeks of 
( ( adjustment allowance (.unem­ 
ployment allowance) under the* 
provisions of the Servicemen's 
Readjustment Act (G.I. Bill). 
These d~i not have to be consec­ 
utive weeks. He may be placed 

..on the roll as many timos as 
  necessary to exhaust his entitle­ 

ment.
There are some additional 

points veterans should lemem- 
ber about this benefit.

(1) Although the Xdministra- 
tor of Veterans Affairs is 
charged with responsibility, of 
processing and handling the re­ 
adjustment clause of the. Ser­ 
vicemen's Readjustment Act, or 
O.I, Bill, on a national level, 
vetrrans deal with state employ­ 
ment agencies locally. In the 
stale of California, the agency 
is the California State Employ­ 
ment Seivice. Veterans wishing 
to apply for this allowance 
should deal directly wifh this 
Kfonp. Their offices are listed 
in telephone directories.

(2) Now that time limita­ 
tions on the G.I. Bill started on 
July 25, 1947, the last day vet­ 
erans may register for unem- 

' ployment allowance is July 25, 
1949,. and all payments, will 
cease July 25, 1952. Those in 
service now and whose enlist­ 
ment started prior to July 25, of 
this. year will be eligible to ap­ 
ply for the allowance any time 
up to two years after separa­ 
tion from their present enlist­ 
ment. However, all payment: 
will cease five years from July 
25, 1947. or on July 25, 1952.

131 Employed veterans may 
register with the California 
State Employment Service now 
or before July 25, 1949. to pro 
tect themselves against the pos 
sibility of unemployment before 
this five year payment period 
up. In other words, a veteran 
to be eligible for the allowance 

' after July 25, 1949, must be 
registered with that agency be 
fore that date.

Answer: Every day if yo 
like. However, children undi 
years of age are generally re 
stiicted fiom visiting in VA gen 
eral, surgical, tuberculosi 
neuropsychiatric hospital 
cept in special cases and the 
only w'ith the consent of th 
doctors in charge.
